“THE EGYPTIAN SUDAN." 


There are some books happy in their pub- 
lication, but few more so than these two 
magnificent volumes that Dr. Budge has pub- 
lished on “The Egyptian Sudan : Its History 
and its Monuments” (Kegan, Paul, and Co. }. 
It is, indeéd, a fortunate coincidence that 
these volumes should appear just at the 
moment when the man to whom the Sudan 
owes its regeneration has laid down his 
sceptre. ‘I'he Sudan owes its return to civil- 
isation, and a place in the world’s history, 
to Lord Cromer, and its future progress and 
return to its old fertility to Sir Edmund 
Garstin, G.C.M G., to whom this work is ded- 
icated. In his dedicatio#- the author uses 
some very apt terms. “He measured and 
curbed the river of Egypt, and set bounds to 
the flood thereof, and turned the wilderness 
into a pool of water.” 

Few civilians know the Sudan as the author 
ofthese volumes does, He has visited it on four 
separate occasions, He has seen it in its desola- 
tion from the Mahdist invasion, he has made 
his explorations at Gebel Baikel, in the thick 
ofthe advance on Khartoum in 1897, and he 
lus seen it when civilisation had triumphed, 
ard peace reigned in the land, and prosperity 
wis returning, His knowledge is no saper- 
fidal tourist gleaning, but personal. He lived 
anong the people, speaking their language— 
aid yis.ted almost every town and village as 
far as Khartoum. It is very difficult to do 
justice to these volumes of over twelve hundred 
piges ina short review, for not only does he 
give us the history of the Sudan from B.c. 4000 
toa.v, 1904, buthe deals with almost every 
inaginable subject which should be dealt with 
in the description of a country. There are 
clapters on Christianity in the Sudan, and 
tlese are almost entirely new matter, on the 
etlnology of aland of many tribes and nation- 
aliies, and this portion is illustrated with 
splmdid photographs. The varied languages 
anddialectsaredealt with and classified. Lastly, 
there are chapters descriptive of tls Blue and 
the White Nile, right up to the great laks. It 
is hardly to be supposed that it is derived fom 
the author’s own personal experience—but, 
nevertheless, it is a most vivid description, 
and illustrated by over a hundred photographs, 
the best being done by Miss Hilda Burrows. 
Those photographsgiveonea totally new idea of 
the Upper Nile scenery. The arid desert is 
replaced by luxuriant verdure, palm groves, or 
luxuriant swamps, and even the sadd has 
picturesque floating islands. The popular char- 
acter of the work is most noticeable, and the 
learned archeologist and museum authority 
reveals a totally unsuspected phase in his 
character. His description of the voyage up the 
Nileon the ricketty steamer, and his pictures 
of camp life at Merawi show that he would 
make an excellent war correspondent, while 
his descriptions of village life, of strange man- 
ners and customs, and his wealth of Sudani 
folklore show how keen his mind: was on all 
about him. 

So far we have dealt only with the popular 
side of the work, but the archeological matter 
is most important. From the Wadi Halfa to 
the Island of Merve there is not a single site 
he did not explore. In the pyramid fields of 
Nori he made carefal plans, but they had been 
so destroyed that no definite results could be 
ascertained. He brings, however, many facts to 
show that they were built after those of Egypt 
of the Early Empire. At Gebel Baikal, the Holy 
Mountain of Napata, the Ethiopian capital, he 
explored the temples of Tuhakah and Piankhi. 
The temple forts on the two ancient frontiers 
of Egypt were examined. The earliest frontier 
as now was at Wady Halfa, later it was 
moved to Semna, and here it was that Usert- 
esen III, about 8c 2300 established a frontier 
force and custom house and tormally annexed 
the country of “the Blacks.” At Semna was dis- 
covered an unknown temple of Tirhakah dedi- 
cated to the Manes of Usertesen III. whom 
he speaks of as “his divine father,” “the good 
doing God by whom he is beloved.” This shows 
that this native Ethiopian King looked upon the 
Egyptian ruler who firstconquered the Kingdom 
as his ancestor. So also does Thothmes III. who 
ruled the Sudan speak of this ruler. ‘The 
starting point of Sudani history was then 
about B.c, 2300, and from that point Dr. 
Budge traces it step by step through the 
Egyptian rule, the brief Ethiopian Kingdom, 
the Ptolemic times—the rule of the Queens of 
Merie — through Greek and Roman, and 
finishes with the fall of Madhism It is a vast 
task, but it has been well carried out, and the 
end of Lord Cromer’s administration sees a 
kingdom regained tothe oldest of Empires— 
with every promise of a glorious being — 
restored to the roll of history by a great 
Oriental scholar. The illustrations are excel- 
lent, some 500 in all, and there is a copious 
bibliography and index.

A MAGNIFICENT WELCOME 


THE PEOPLE'S GREETING, 


FREEDOM OF CITY OF LONDON. 


(Gazette's Special Service.) 
London, Tuesday. 

No higher honour has ever been paid to any 
man than was accorded to Lord Cromer yester- 
-day oi his arrival from Egypt. His weleome 
was not only frem the King and the Govern- 
ment, but from the people theinselves It was 
in no sense a formal welcome ; it was spon 
taneous, magnificent and almost overwhelming. 

Ti ising of an entire population from an 
abject condition of poverty, little removed 
from cruel slavery, to a state of comfort, 
security from bankruptey, and atiuence, to 
say nothing of the restoration of the terti- 
tories of the Sudan, has heen commented upon 
as the greatest work ever accomplished.

THE POST OFFICE ROBBERY. 

Judge Falqui, the Italian Consular Judge, 
began the enquiry yesterday into the circum- 
stances attending the theft of registered letters 
at the General Post Office, Alexandria. The 
postal employé, who has been arrested in con- 
nection with this case, isan Italian subject of 
the name of Martino He hasbeen employed for 
two years by the Post Office administration and 
is inreceipt of a salary of LE.2 per month. 
The total amount lost is trifling. One ofthe 
letters tampered with contained a postal order 
for £*. He took this order, but as the letter 
stated that it contained an order for £1, as it 
wasfound to have been opened and no order 
was inside, the suspicions of the authorities at 
the G P.O. were aroused. Instructions aceord- 
ingly were given to the officials at the cash 
office. to be very carefnl in the payment of 
postal’orders. A native soon presented him- 
selfat the cash office with a postal order for 
£1. When questidned as to how he had come 
into the possession of it, he declared that an 
employé at the General Post Office had given 
it to him The employés were at once con- 
fronted with the native, who picked out Mar- 
tino as the man. The Italian protested his 
innocence and stated that he had picked the 
postal oriler up-in the street, but he was at 
rest.

ALEXANDRIA #AND CAIRO 
COMMITTEES. 


The Cairo aud Alexandria delegates met 
yesterday at the Ministry of Public Works 
with a view to discussing the form of the 
memorial to Lord Cromer and his work in 
Egypt and to, consider the question of jotting 
resources. There appears to have been cénsid- 
erable divergence of opinion and it is reported 
that the delegates eventually decided not to 
combine, -but that ¢ach city shotld select its 
own form of miontiment. As orightlly stig. 
gested by the Alexandria committee; their 
form of memorial will be a tuberculosis hos- 
pital and the Cairo committee have decided 
upon an orphange, ; 

Considerable comment has been caused by 
the failare of the committees to come to an 
agresment, but, judging by/circumstances and 
instances of similar contributions to ability and 
genius by those who have benefited thereby, 
there seems tobe no particular reason why 
Alexandria and Cairo should combine The 
only apparent argument in favour of combin- 
ation is the question of concentration of 
funds: this argument is very considerably 
modified by the fact that in amalgamating 
funds no. further progress would’ be made as 
to where the gnoney was to be laid out, or 
where the prospective monument erected, 

The reported decision of the meeting seems 
to be very well founded and the idea might 
be extended very considerably, There are many 
other towns of importance in Egypt and there 
is no reason- why each should not haye its 
committee and the residents make up their 
minds to accomplish something in their own 
towns as their expression of the value of the 
great pro-Consul’s work, and to which they 
might point and say “This is our monument to 
Lord Cromer and hig work in Egypt” 


ZIZINIA THEATRE, 


The Zizinia theatre was for three hours on 
Saturday evening the abode of mystery, and 
those, not so many as we should have anicipat- 
ed, oras the entertainment deserved, who took’ 
the opportunity of witnessing the performance 
of the Greek magician Melidés were we think 
not disappointed, Asan exponent of the occult 
art he would be hard to beat, and although we 
have seen some of his illusions in Europe, 
others were quite new, and the dexterity and 
completeness of detail, to say nothing of the 
intricacy of most of the items in his exhibition 
left his audience in complete bewilderment. It 
would occupy too much space to individualise 
every number on his programme, but nothing 
seemed to escape his attention as a means 
of mystifying those present, from inaking 
borrowed watches ring, and change time, pro- 
ducing bowls of gold fish from a cloth, 
and bird-cages from a silk hat, down 
to hatching chickens from eggs on the: spot 
or obtaining wine, which an individual had 
drunk and would not pay for, from his little 
finger. But interspersing these were one or 
two illusions which, although perhaps more 
simple in operation, were very cleverly 
arranged. His card trick for instance ; taking 
a pack of eards, he requests two or three of his 
audience to select cards, which are then 
replaced in the pack and shuttled. ‘These are 
put into a glass jar, and standing some 
distance off the magician calls for the selected 
cards, which gradually appear from the pack, 
apparently quite of their own accord. A clever 
piece of palming, too, was his coin manipula- 
tion, apparently drawing any number of coins 
from the air, or the pockets of his bewild- 
ered onlookers. Another weird illusion, of the 
spiritnalist type, was the placing of two slates 
bound together upon the table, from whicha 


tapping reply was given as to cards selected, 
dice thrown, figures written, and more myster- 
ious still the totals of these figares were 
found written on the inner side of one of the 
slates from which the tapping had appeared to 
proceed. As a grand finale to bis performance, 
Melides selects a committee of four and is 
then secured by meansof tape, seals and screws, 
toa chair, around him being various instra- 
ments. A cnrtain is then lowered and after a 
few seconds the instraments are rigorously 
played and thrown from under the curtain, but 
this being raised Melides is seen still firmly 
secured to the chair. A cigarette. and wine 
glass ure next placed on a chair by hisside, the 
cartain is lowered and raised and the magician 
sits smoking the cigarette, with an empty 
glass on the chair. One of the committee then 
accompanies him while the curtain is lowered, 
but many seconds do not elapse ere Melides is 
seen free with the gentleman of the committee 
bound in the chair $ 

It is to be regreted that this entertainer gave 
a only single exhibition of his powersas we 
feel sure larger audiences would have been 
attracted had he given_a series of performances.

A REBELLIOUS TRIBE. 

The relations between Sultan Ali Dinar and 
the Sudan Government continue to be very 
satisfactory. ‘I'he Sultan's eftorts to improve 
trade and conciliate merchants are bearing 
good fruit. He continnes to pay his tribute to 
the Sadan Government with regularity. From 
all accounts, it would appear that the-general 
condition of Darfour-is more prosperous than 
heretofore. It is stated in the native Press 
that the Sudan Government has decided to 
send a miiitary expedition to bring a rebellious 
tribe to reason, whose members are now 
terrorising the inhabitants on the Darfour and 
Sudan border. 

In considering the situation in Darfonr, the 
movements of tribes who are followers of the 
late Sheikh Senussi claim attention. It will 
be remembered that the great Sheikh Senussi 
died at Gern on the 30th May, 1902, but in 
spite of this established factan idea is prev- 
alent amongst his adherents in the western 
desert that he is not dead, and early in March 
1906 a public declaration was made at Siwa 
that ‘Sidi Mohammed-el-Mahdi’ had returned 
from his secret journey to Kafra, On the other 
hand, it is well known that the body of the 
late Sheikh lies ina tent at Zawiah-ei-Taj, in 
the identical shrine which was made for it at 
Geru when he died. ‘lhe ready appearance 
and disappearance of Mahdis is a well-known 
feature of the cult. 

The’ present Senussi, Ahmed-el-Sherif, a 
nephew of the great Sheikh, is still at Kufra. 
He is reported to be on friendly terms with 
Mohamed Saleh, the Sultan of Wadai, but the 
advances he has made to the Sultan Ali Dinar 
from time to time have not heen rectprocated.

NEW ROUTE FOR AUTOMOBILES. 

The rod for automobiles connecting the 
Congo with the Nile vii Buta, Bambili, and 
Dungu will have a total length of more than 
900 kilometres, is divided into three sections 
—from Itimbiri to the Uellé (200 kilometres), 
beyond the Vellé (215 kilometres), from the 
Uellé to the Nile (500 kilometres), A great 
effort will be necessary to establish the first 
section (Buta to Bambili). ‘Twenty five kilo- 
metres, however, of this section have so far 
been completed. Beyond the forty-fitth kilo- 
metre the land, which is covered with a thick 
bed of laterite, is firm, and the construction 
will advance rapidly. On a portion of the route 
completed light automobiles ply with ease. 
Two road motors ure utilised for the work of 
construction. ‘Ihe second section (Bambili to 
Nyangara) is constituted by the river Uellé, 
which is navigable in this part of its course 
Transport by lighters and launches takes place. 
On the third section, which will connect 
Nyangara with Lado, the ronte is on the point 
of being finished. to Paradje. The first 
experiments with “T'hornycroft” automobiles 
did not meet with satisfactory results. It has 
been decided, provisionally, to organise a 
regular service of transport by means of wagons 
drawn by oxen.

EGYPTIAN STATE TELEGRAPHS. 


It is annouced, from a reliable source, that 
the Government telegraphic system from Cairo 
to Alexandrina will be doubled within a very 
short period. : 

The revenue of the Telegraph Department 
in'1906 was £ FE. 104,000. The expenditure 
amounted to £ E. 90,500, being about £ EF, 
16,000 more than in 1905, Of this excess, 
£ E. 8,000 was devoted to increasing the salar- 

ies of the staff. The number of private tele 

grams, which passed over the wires in 1906, 
wad about 2,300,000, as compared to about 
2,000,000 in 1905. 

The strength of the staff is still below what 
is requisite to deal with the rapidly increasing 
traffic, It is, therefore, impossible at present 
to give shorter hours of duty, or to arrange for 
reliefs in order to give a weekly holiday to the 
staff. It is hoped, however, that in the course 
of thé present year a sufficient number of new 
telegraphists will be obtained from the schools 
to enable a beginning to be made in this direc- 
tion.” 

The telegraph section in the “ Arts et Mé& 
tiers” school is full, but a building has been 
temporarily rented” in whieh to accommodate 
the overflow. It provides room for about 30° 
boys. In the meantime, the Railway Admin- 
istration, is building a school of its own, in 
which it is intended to give instruction to the 
telegraph pupils belonging to the Traffic De- 
partment of the railways, as well as to those 
belonging to the Telegraph Department.

PENALTY OF SUCCESS. 


BY SYDNEY BROOKS. 


But Jeshurun waxed fat, and kicked ; thou 
art waxen fat, thou art grown thick, thou art 
covered with fatnesss; then he forsook God 
which made him, and lightly esteemed the 
Rock ot his salvation. Deuteronomy xxxii., 15 

When the British Empire falls it will be 
from two causes : Orie is our increasing interest 
in its problems ;‘the other is our success in 
solving them. This sounds like a paradox, and 
so it is. I hasten therefore to add that it does 
not apply to the self-governing portions of the 
Empire, but to the countries—like Egypt, India, 
Ceylon, and the Malay States—where our rule 
is autocratic or semi-autocratie in principle 
and in fact. 

If you examine into the average Briton’s 
sense of Empire you find it to consist ofa vague 
pride of ownership and nothing more. Take, 
for instance, the case of India. The “man inthe 
street” is a whole encyclopedia of Indian 
misinformation. The subject is altogether too 
vast and remote for the ordinary busy citizen. 
You will find, if you pump him with sufficient 
diligence, a few tangled recollections of Clive 
and the Black Hole of Calcutta, some more 
definite convictions as to Mr. Kipling and the 
difficulties of the Indian Civil Service examina- 
tion a suspicion that Anglo-Indians are over- 
paid and in the background a vast miscellany of 
jungles, frontier wars, jewels, tigers, famines, 
white temples, disorded livers, and Russian 
intrigaes. In other words, ke knows nothing 
about Thdia. 

Tam not urging this as a reproach. Far 
from it. I rejoice at the healthy and judicious 
indifference of our people. It shows that they 
possess the true secret of Empire. I can 
imagine nothing more fatal than that India 
should become a topic on which every English- 
man felt bound to have an opinion, and when 
I say India | mean, of course, every country in 
which we are ruling Orientals by ways we do 
not apply to ourselves. Every Briton for 
nearly a hundred years has felt bound to have 
an opinion on Ireland, which is a country not 
without its streak of Orientalism —-and look at 
the result ! Our national genius for not bother 
ing about the principles and daily detailed 
workings of our Imperial rule has been the 
greatest safeguard of the Empire. 

But there are sighs that this common sense 
is passing from us, and is being replaced by an 
unpolitic curiosity. 

When we find in the House of Commons a 
growing number of men whose consciences will 
not allow them to be democratic at home and 
antocratic abroad, who will never be persuaded 
that one nation’s meat-may be another nation’s 
poison, who regard all men and all societies as 
equally capable of self-government, who are 
obsessed by a mania for political proselytism, 
and whose instinct is to govern India, and 
Egypt, and the Malay States on the lines of a 
somewhat larger Warwickshire, we may be 
sure Britain is well on the road to ‘confirming 
Froude’s dictum that “free 
govern subject races.’

All democracies sooner or later feel this 
temptation, and most of them succumb to it 
There is nothing the French like better than 
applying the “principles of 1749" to the natives 
of the Congo; and the Americans have no 
other conception of tropical government than 
that of dumping upon the Filipinos all the 
privileges of American citi and all the 
parephernalia of democracy. Even we, thongh 
restrained hitherto by the wholesome apathy 
of our people and by their instinct for trusting 
the man on the spot, have foisted upon India 
and Egypt ‘any number of institutions and 
contrivances of a purely Occidental character 
—not in the least because India or Egypt 
wanted them, but simply becanse we were nsed 
to them at home.

But there is another and more insidions 
peril that threatens the Empire, a peril that has 
been created by our very success. The most 
pregnant though the least noticed sentence in 
Lord Cromer’s report was that in which he 
pratically took upon himself the responsibility 
for the growth of the Egyptian Nationalist 
idea. “It has been evoked,” he said, “by the 
benefits which, with a rapidity probably 
unparalleled in history, have been conferred 
on the country by the introduction of Western 
civilisation at the hands ofan alien race ; and

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the principal obstacles to the realisation of 
schemes the conception of which is mainly due 
to their own action.” , 

‘Those who will ponder these words and 
their implications will come very near the 
heart of the master-problem of Imperialism 
Stated inthe broadest terms, that, problem is 
the infinitely arduous and delicate one of 
escaping the penalties of too much good 
government. We enter these alien countries 
determined and able to rule them for their 
own benefit. We begin by imposing peace and 
establishing order. We go on to deal out to the 
peoples under our rule the one novelty that 
Orientals always appreciate—that of even- 
handed justice. We pass from this to increasing 
their prosperity, to educating them, to surround- 
ing their persons and property with innumer- 
able securities. 

At first the natives, if not, grateful, realise 
at all events that they are better off, and 
remain passive. Then comes the generation 
which, having known no other conditions, takes 
all we have done for it for granted. Meek 
acceptance gives way to criticism ; criticism 
passes into abuse ; abuse is developed into a 
demand for some share in directing the admin- 
istration we have erected. 

‘The agitator arises. Each new concession is 
made a stepping-stone to another. Our own 
sphere of influence contracts and that of native 
opinion expands. The gulf between rulers and 
ruled grows daily greater ; clouds of interven- 
ing native officials swarm between the admin- 
istrators and the people. 

‘Thus the very excellence of our rale provides 
the means for its overthrow, and its material 
success implies that we are prodacing the con- 
ditions most favourable to its resistance.
